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The millionth 


volume 


The University Library has acquired its 
one-millionth volume, making this the fourth 
university in Canada with a library of one 
million volumes or more. The others are 
Toronto, British Columbia, and McGill. 

The millionth volume is Notes of a Sporting 
Expedition in the Far West of Canada, 1847, 

a rare piece of western Canadiana. It was 
presented to MAX WYMAN, President of the 
University, by NORMAN A. LAWRENCE, President 
of the Alumni Association, in a special 
ceremony on Tuesday, May 26, in the Cameron 
Library. Other participants in the ceremony 
were BRUCE PEEL, Librarian to the University, 
HENRY KREISEL, Chairman of the Library 
Committee, BRIAN MC MULLIN, the Special 
Collections Librarian, and L. E. S. GUTTERIDGE, 
1e Out-of-Print Librarian. 

The sportsman author of the journal, Sir 
Frederich Ulrich Graham, was the eldest son 
of the Right Honourable Sir James Graham, 
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an English statesman. 

In mid-April, 1847, Frederick Graham 
sailed from Liverpool on a hunting trip to 
western Canada. A month later he reached 
Sault Ste. Marie and, accompanied by Sir 
George Simpson, Governor-in-Chief of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company territories in North 
America, set off by canoe, horseback, 
and cart for the West. He arrived at Fort 
Edmonton on August 11, and in spite of danger 
from parties of Blackfoot, he spent two 
weeks hunting bison south of Edmonton before 
returning to the East. 

“I hate the sight of these forts,” he 
wrote of Fort Edmonton in his journal. 
“Strange places like lumber-rooms on a vast 
scale. All the white men living in them, 
look as if they had been buried for a century 
or two, and dug up again, and had scarcely 
yet got their eyes open, for they look 
frightened when they see a stranger. The 


women are masses of fat, and speak nothing 
but Cree; and dogs and Indians wander about 
the large, dark, and filthy courtyards at 
pleasure—the latter so noiselessly with their 
moccasined feet, that, when you sometimes 
sit down to write alone, on looking up, 
you find a circle of wild faces with their large 
black eyes, shaded by their long elf locks, 
fixed upon you, watching everything you do 
with great attention. Then no one can conceive 
the nuisance of the dogs. Each fort has 
a hundred or two of these devils, which, 
Harriot tells me, are necessary for the winter 
sleighing, and these roam about searching 
for food (they are never fed), the courtyard 
being a perpetual scene of growling, snarling, 
and yelping all day, and of lamentable 
howling choruses all night. The plains, the 
plains for me!” 

Graham’s journal was printed privately in 
1889 by his widow, Jane Hermione Graham, 


for the benefit of their children and 
grandchildren. The number of copies printed 
is not known. although it is probably not 
more than twenty. Each copy is distinctly 
bound and inscribed by Lady Graham. 

When the University was established in 
1909, the Senate allocated $5.000 for the 
purchase of books for the Library. By 1911 
the Library had acquired a collection of 
11,000 volumes. 

During its first half century the Library 
concentrated on building a good, up-to-date 
undergraduate collection. With the development 
of graduate programs in the late fifties, 
Library growth accelerated and a new 
emphasis was given to research collections. 
In 1957-58 the Library added I1 716 volumes; 
in 1969-70 it added 132,000. 

The growth rate is expected to increase 
even further. By 1976 the collection is expected 
to total 2,000,000. and by 1981, 3,000,000.
